Mark  was  a  member  of  the  team  that  authenticated  and 
hence  rediscovered  the  fifth  1913  Liberty  Head  nickel  in  Baltimore  in  2003.  He  has  been  a  professional  numismatic 
researcher  and  cataloguer  for  more  than  twenty  years  and  has  been  involved  as  a  coin  dealer  for  almost  forty  years.  He 
is  now  senior  cataloguer  of  U.S.  coins  at  Heritage  Auctions. 


Mark  is  one  of  the  noted  scholars  in  early  American  coppers.  He  edited  Walter  Breen's  Encyclopedia  of  Early  United 
States  Cents  1793-1814,  for  which  he  received  the  Early  American  Coppers  (EAC)  Literary  Award  and  the  Numismatic 
Literary  Guild's  Book  of  the  Year  award.  He  has  been  appointed  historian  of  the  EAC  Society,  and  is  a  thirty-year  mem¬ 
ber  of  EAC. 


Mark  has  served  for  a  number  of  years  as  a  contributor  to  the  Red  Book,  and  published  a  number  of  articles  in  the  numis¬ 
matic  literature  appearing  in  such  sources  as  The  Numismatist,  Penny  Wise,  Rare  Coin  Review,  Heritage  Magazine,  and 
Coin  World.  He  has  co-authored  or  contributed  to  several  additional  books  including  Million  Dollar  Nickels. 

Mark  also  has  an  interest  in  genealogy,  having  traced  his  own  family  roots  back  13  generations  to  the  1640s  in  New 
Jersey,  and  he  has  bowled  a  number  of  perfect  300  games.  Mark's  lecture  is  entitled  "Sixty  Minutes  at  the  First  Mint" 
and  will  be  presented  at  2  PM  on  Friday,  June  18,  2010  at  the  Baltimore  Convention  Center,  room  301.

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This  Isn't  Your  Daddy's  Doubled  Die

The  doubled  die;  this  error  has  plagued  the  U.S.  Mint  almost  from  the  beginning  of  its  time  when  it  began  producing  coins. 
Even  today,  if  you  read  Coin  World  or  Numismatic  News,  you  will  see  various  articles  concerning  coins  that  have  this 
anomaly.  So  why  hasn't  the  U.  S.  Mint  tried  to  correct  this  problem?  Believe  it  or  not,  they  have.  However,  the  solution 
ended  up  making  many  more  doubled  dies  than  the  previous  method  and  that  is  what  this  article  is  about. 

Although  not  well  published,  there  is  a  division  between  the  modern  day  doubled  die  and  the  older  doubled  die  and  it 
concerns  the  way  the  dies  were  made.  The  older  doubled  dies  were  produced  from  a  process  called  “multiple  hubbing”, 
where  a  die  was  hubbed  more  than  once  and  sometimes  (for  the  dollar  dies)  up  to  ten  separate  hubbings.  This  was  a 
time  consuming  process  for  between  each  individual  hubbing,  the  die  had  to  be  annealed  and  then  cleaned.  This  proce¬ 
dure,  with  its  multiple  steps,  may  have  taken  up  to  a  week  to  finish  the  larger  dies  and  at  least  a  couple  of  days  for  the 
smaller  dies.  The  doubled  die  produced  from  multiple  hubbings  occurred  mostly  when  the  second  or  subsequent  hub¬ 
bings  were  made  with  a  working  hub  to  working  die  misalignment.  Yes,  there  are  other  scenarios  where  a  doubled  die 
could  be  created  using  the  multiple  hubbing  system  and  the  8  different  classes  describe  these  happenings.  However,  we 
are  not  here  to  discuss  the  multiple  hubbing  system,  but  the  system  that  replaced  it. 

In  the  year  1986,  the  Director  of  the  U.S.  Mint  made  a  report  that  gave  us  the  first  hint  of  a  change  to  the  way  that  dies 
were  being  made.  Here  is  that  excerpt. 

Single  Squeeze  Hubbing.  During  FY86.  the  Mint  further  developed  a  new 
process  for  a  key  aspect  of  die  manufacturing,  the  hubbing  of  dies  in 
a  single  squeeze.  When  implemented,  this  will  eliminate  intermediate 
annealing  and  cleaning  and  the  second  hubbing  operation.  It  will  also 
avoid  the  possibility  of  hub-doubling  errors  caused  by  misalignment  of 
the  second  squeeze.  The  new  process  has  been  used  for  master  dies 
and  work  hubs  and  is  in  pilot  testing  for  production  dies 


The  director's  report  was  a  fairly  simple  statement;  however,  the  implications  were  a  worry  to  the  error/variety  collectors. 
Had  the  Mint  found  a  way  to  stop  making  doubled  dies?  Most  of  us  who  collected  this  anomaly  type  foresaw  the  even¬ 
tual  ending  of  the  doubled  die  with  this  new  hubbing  system,  much  the  way  the  Mint  had  stopped  the  repunched  mint 
mark.  Then  again,  if  you  read  the  statement  carefully,  it  did  not  imply  that  this  system  would  end  the  “hub-doubling  errors” 
(doubled  die);  all  it  said  is  that  it  will  “avoid  the  possibility”  of  that  error. 

There  were  a  few  variety  experts  who  had  doubts  concerning  the  end  of  the  doubled  die,  most  notably,  Billy  Crawford, 
John  Wexler  and  Ken  Potter.  Potter's  reasoning  that  this  end  would  not  happen  was  based  on  his  familiarity  with  the 
Royal  Canadian  Mint,  which  had  switched  to  the  single  squeeze  hubbing  system  in  1979.  That  mint  had  produced  dou¬ 
bled  dies  using  this  single  squeeze  system. 

So,  when  did  the  U.S.  Mint  begin  using  the  single  squeeze  system?  The  report  clearly  states  that  master  dies  and  work¬ 
ing  hubs  were  being  made  prior  to  1985  (fisical  year  1986  begins  in  the  year  1985)  and  that  production  dies  (working 
dies)  were  in  a  pilot  testing  program.  There  is  evidence  that  the  mint  may  have  begun  that  pilot  testing  in  the  year  1981 
for  working  dies.  I  know,  the  year  1996  keeps  popping  up  for  the  start  of  the  single  squeeze  system  by  the  U.S.  Mint. 
Why,  I  am  not  too  sure.  The  year  1996  saw  the  completion  of  the  die  shop  in  Denver,  which  allowed  that  mint  to  make 
its  own  working  hubs  and  working  dies  (the  Philadelphia  Mint  still  supplied  the  master  die)  and  that  mint  was  outfitted 
with  an  automated  single  hubbing  system.  However,  even  in  1996,  not  all  dies  were  being  made  with  the  single  squeeze 
hubbing  system.  The  mint  was  still  having  slight  problems  with  the  larger  dies  and  the  ability  of  the  hubbing  system  to 
make  a  complete  design  transfer  with  just  one  hubbing.  In  1997,  the  Mint  over  came  the  problem  for  the  quarter  dies  and 
began  making  those  components  from  the  single  squeeze  hubbing  system.  The  following  year  the  half  dollar  and  dollar 
dies  followed  suit.  So,  if  we  are  looking  for  a  date  when  all  the  dies  and  hubs  were  being  made  from  the  single  squeeze 
system,  1998  would  be  the  year  to  choose.  One  note  of  interest;  the  Philadelphpgrade. 

Now  that  we  have  some  idea  of  the  history  surrounding  the  single  squeeze  hubbing  system,  we  can  go  into  just  how  a 
die  is  made  using  that  system.  The  process  is  simple;  the  conical  shaped  die  blank  is  placed  into  a  loose  fitting  collar 
(there  must  be  room  inside  the  collar  for  the  working  die  to  expand)  and  the  working  hub  is  center  over  the  blank  die.  The 
working  hub's  base  extends  above  the  collar  and  is  contacted  by  the  hubbing  press'  pressure  plate.  Hydraulic  pressure

is  applied  into  the  plate,  which  results  in  the  working  hub  slowly  sinking  into  the  blank  die,  transferring  the  design  on  the 
hub  into  the  die.  If  all  goes  as  planned,  after  the  pressure  to  the  hubbing  press  has  been  relieved  and  the  hub  and  col¬ 
lar  removed,  a  new  working  die  with  a  full  design  transfer  has  been  made.  After  the  newly  hubbed  die  has  been  lathed, 
polished  and  tempered,  it  is  ready  for  the  coining  press.  The  process  is  simple  and  it  does  save  an  enormous  amount  of 
time,  but  it  did  have  a  problem.  This  problem  occurred  in  the  positioning  of  the  hub  to  the  die,  whether  it  was  automated 
as  in  the  Denver  Mint  or  manually  positioned  as  in  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  This  misalignment  made  doubled  dies. 


There  are  two  possible  scenarios  for  producing  doubled  dies  when  using  the  single  squeeze  system  and  both  deal  with 
positioning  of  the  hub  to  the  die  blank.  This  can  occur  with  transferring  of  designs  from  the  master  hub  to  the  master  die, 
the  master  die  to  the  working  hub  or  the  working  hub  to  the  working  die.  To  outline  what  happens  in  these  two  possible 
scenarios,  we  will  use  the  working  hub  to  working  die  blank  as  an  example.  The  first  case  occurs  when  the  blank  die  is 
placed  into  the  collar  and  the  working  hub  is  placed  off  center  or  tilted  on  top  of  the  die.  During  the  hubbing  cycle,  when 

pressure  is  increasing,  that  pressure  from  the  hubbing  press  will 
correct  the  misalignment.  This  correction  will  cause  horizontal 
movement  between  the  hub  face  and  die  face.  The  slide  (hori¬ 
zontal  movement)  will  result  in  an  initial,  incomplete  design 
transfer  and  a  second,  complete  design  transfer.  This  action 
would  constitute  a  doubled  die.  An  excellent  example  of  this  type 
of  doubled  die  is  this  2004  Lincoln  cent  that  shows  doubling  on 
the  E-  PLURIBUS*  UNUM-,  STATES  OF  AMERICA  and  the  top

parts  of  the  letters.  The  die  to  hub  movement  was  west  to  east.

The  next  possibility  begins  with  the  same  misalignment  of  the  work¬ 
ing  hub  to  working  die.  In  this  case,  the  hubbing  press  technician 
detects  the  misalignment,  stops  the  hubbing  operation  and  reposi¬ 
tions  the  working  hub  to  the  working  die.  This  may  even  have  been 
accomplished  after  the  working  hub  had  partially  sunk  into  the  blank 
working  die.  After  the  repositioning  and  a  restart  to  the  hubbing 
process  a  second,  complete  design  will  be  transferred  to  the  work¬ 
ing  die.  If  the  first  design  transfer  is  not  deleted  by  the  second  design 
transfer,  two  identical  images  will  be  seen,  one  incomplete  and  the 
other  complete. 


This  will  result  in  a  doubled  die.  Prime  examples  of  this  type  doubled 
die  are  seen  on  the  Lincoln  cent  reverse,  where  extra  fingers  from 
Lincoln's  hand  are  seen  (for  the  year  2009)  and  extra  columns  (for 
those  years  that  have  the  Lincoln  Memorial  Building  on  the  reverse) 
are  evident. 


Not  only  are  the  reverse  dies  prone  to  having  a  doubled  die,  but  also 
the  obverse  dies  as  well.  The  design  elements  on  the  obverse  die 
most  affected  by  this  type  of  doubling  are  Lincoln's  ear  lobe,  his 
beard,  LIBERTY  and  the  date.  Nor  is  the  Lincoln  cent  the  only 
denomination  that  has  been  affected  by  this  fault.  The  2004 
Jefferson  nickels  with  the  “Ocean  In  View”  reverse  and  some  of  the 
state  quarters  have  had  large  amounts  of  doubled  dies  reported. 
Even  the  presidential  dollar  coins  have  been  turning  up  with  minor 
doubled  dies  The  only  two  denominational  coins  that  seem  not  affected  by  this  anomaly  type  are  the  Roosevelt  dime 
and  the  Kennedy  half  dollar.

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We  also  know  that  Canada  has  been  using  the 
single  squeeze  hubbing  method  since  1979  and 
has  had  doubled  dies.  The  2006  Canadian  nick¬ 
el  with  the  beaver  had  a  reverse  master  die  that 
showed  much  of  its  center  design  doubled. 

The  single  squeeze  hubbing  system  has  also 
been  the  focus  of  another  type  of  anomaly  called 
“trails”.  While  some  call  this  fault  a  doubled  dies, 
others  believe  that  even  though  it  is  a  similar 
error,  that  it  “trails”  is  different  altogether.  This 
anomaly  type  has  increased  dramatically  over 
the  years  that  the  new  single  squeeze  hubbing 
system  has  been  used.

With  the  amount  of  doubled  dies  being  made  by  the  Mints  which  use  this  type  hubbing  system,  it  would  seem  that  hub 
doubling  is  not  going  to  go  away  soon;  or  is  it?  It  has  been  reported  recently  that  some  dies  have  been  made  by  the  U. 
S.  Mint  using  laser  technology.  Just  how  far  away  in  time  is  this  breakthrough,  when  the  Mint  will  begin  using  this 
advanced  method  for  making  dies  exclusively,  I  do  not  know.  Could  this  method  of  making  dies  be  the  end  for  doubled 
dies?  That  is  another  question  that  cannot  be  answered;  only  time  will  tell  if  this  enduring  anomaly,  which  fascinates  the 
variety  collectors,  will  survive.

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Handling  your  collection

Although  the  main  emphasis  of  this  article  is  based  on  my  experiences  in  the  world  of  numismatics,  it  also  applies  to  all 
collectibles  that  you  may  have. 

I  have  been  a  coin  dealer  since  1964  when  I  was  in  the  army.  I  have  owned  a  coin  store  but  quickly  tired  of  the  securi¬ 
ty  problems  and  the  many  laws  that  were  passed  to  make  the  paper  work  impossible  to  keep  up  with  if  you  did  it  correct¬ 
ly.  Up  until  I  retired  from  IBM  and  U.S.  Trust  I  also  took  tables  at  small  one  day  coin  shows  and  the  larger  multi-day 
shows,  e.g.  FUN,  ANA,  etc.  As  I  approached  real  retirement,  the  ability  to  sell  over  the  internet  became  available  and 
the  great  majority  of  my  business  is  now  accomplished  world  wide. 

I  started  selling  my  own  inventory  at  first  and  was  approached  to  handle  a  collection  on  consignment  for  the  widow  of  a 
very  close  friend,  who  was  also  a  coin  dealer.  Over  the  past  years  I  have  handled  a  number  of  consigned  collections.  I 
did  not  need  to  advertise  as  my  success  rate  in  getting  the  consignor  a  legitimate  price  for  their  coins,  medals,  paper 
money  and  other  collectibles  spread  by  word  of  mouth.  I  also  made  sure  that  every  check  I  wrote  had  with  it  a  comput¬ 
erized  spread  sheet  so  the  person  whose  consignment  I  was  handling  could  tell  what  had  been  sold,  when  it  sold,  and 
how  much  it  actually  sold  for.  I  established  early  on  that  a  fair  profit  for  this  was  25%  of  the  sale  price. 

You  now  know  my  background  and  I  can  get  to  the  purpose  of  this  article.  In  every  collection  that  I  have  sold,  I  have 
found  one  common  denominator.  The  person  who  built  the  collection  never  bothered  to  tell  the  heirs  the  value  of  the  col¬ 
lection  and  in  some  cases  where  the  collection  was  located.  In  most  cases  the  heirs  took  the  collection  to  someone  set 
up  in  a  hotel  for  the  weekend  and  was  offered  very  little  for  the  material.  In  one  case  they  took  the  collection  to  an 
appraiser  and  were  offered  less  than  10%  of  what  the  collection  finally  sold  for.  In  many  cases  I  would  go  thru  the  col¬ 
lection  and  find  empty  holders  for  gold  coins  or  uncirculated  silver  dollars.  In  talking  to  the  heirs  there  would  be  some¬ 
one  who  got  to  the  collection  first  and  there  was  no  knowledge  of  what  they  took,  what  they  did  with  it,  etc. 

In  one  very  interesting  collection,  the  heir  took  a  collection  of  medals  to  one  appraiser  and  was  offered  much  less  then 
just  the  silver  value  of  the  medals  alone.  They  then  took  that  appraisal  to  a  New  York  City  dealer  who  offered  $25.00 
more  than  the  first  appraiser.  That  was  repeated  by  a  local  dealer  who  specialized  only  in  buying  silver  and  gold  and  he 
was  offered  $25.00  over  the  New  York  City  dealer's  price.  This  collection  was  very  extensive  and  could  not  be  replaced. 
When  I  finally  got  involved  it  was  easy  to  determine  that  the  collection  could  sell  over  the  internet.  However  the  best 
place  for  part  of  it  was  in  a  museum  where  it  would  be  kept  together.  The  final  price  for  the  heirs  was  1500%  higher  than 
he  had  been  offered.  The  lesson  is  that  the  person  who  put  this  together  should  have  had  paperwork  available  to  the 
heirs  so  that  they  knew  what  they  had  and  how  to  dispose  of  it. 

Lesson  number  one  is  that  if  you  have  taken  the  time  and  effort  to  assemble  a  valuable  collection,  either  monetarily  or 
sentimentally,  document  what  you  have  done  and  where  you  believe  your  heirs  can  properly  dispose  of  it,  in  case  they 
do  not  want  to  keep  it. 

Lesson  number  two  is  that  if  one  or  more  of  your  heirs  want  to  continue  your  collection,  then  you  should  designate  who 
gets  what.  One  collection  was  distributed  to  two  heirs  and  I  ended  up  evaluating  the  collection  so  they  could  divide  it. 
This  cost  them  an  appraisal  fee  which  a  legitimate  dealer  should  give  you.  Be  aware  of  the  so  called  free  appraisal,  as 
almost  100%  of  the  time  this  is  an  attempt  to  purchase  the  collection  at  very  low  price. 

Lesson  number  three  is  that  if  you,  like  most  of  us  who  collect,  have  a  safe,  a  bank  deposit  box,  or  have  hidden  the  col¬ 
lection  in  various  places,  document  this.  This  needs  to  be  written  down  so  that  the  collection  does  not  end  up  being  found 
by  accident  by  someone  who  may  not  be  that  honest.  One  collection  that  I  handled  consisted  of  over  $10,000  face  value 
in  American  large  notes.  It  was  found  in  the  attic  in  a  shoe  box  and  was  found  only  because  the  heir  had  to  clean  out 
the  attic  as  part  of  the  selling  of  the  house.  A  bank  told  the  heir  that  they  must  be  counterfeits  as  the  banker  had  never 
seen  them.  Luckily  she  found  me. 

Lesson  number  four  is  that  if  you  know  a  fellow  collector  or  a  dealer  that  you  trust,  put  their  name,  address  and  phone 
number  in  writing  also.  Your  heirs  usually  do  not  know  who  you  trust.

I  think  one  of  the  most  important  things  you  can  do  is  something  that  I  have  done.  I  have  taken  my  heirs  on  a  tour  of 
where  I  have  placed  my  collections  and  written  down  the  value  of  various  important  items  in  the  collection. 

In  cases  where  my  heirs  have  not  shown  an  interest  in  certain  parts  of  my  collection,  I  have  sold  them  on  my  own.  I  have 
also  informed  my  heirs  of  whom  I  would  trust  to  handle  parts  of  my  collection,  and  most  importantly,  who  I  categorically 
do  not  trust.  Think  about  that  last  sentence.  As  a  collector  you  know  people  you  absolutely  do  not  trust  -  put  that  in  writ¬ 
ing.  You  may  want  to  state  the  reasons  why  you  do  not  trust  them  as  well. 

There  are  other  things  that  you  can  do  as  well.  A  good  example:  I  am  a  dealer  and  also  a  collector  of  many  things.  I 
have  seen  to  it  that  the  heir  who  is  interested  in  my  gun  collection  has  a  license  to  legally  get  that  collection.  In  the  case 
of  my  1961  Mercedes  190-SL,  it  goes  to  the  safest  driver  amongst  my  heirs.  In  the  case  of  my  rare  books,  especially 
Civil  War  Regimentals,  they  will  go  the  heir  who  has  a  like  interest.  I  think  by  now  you  are  getting  an  idea  of  what  I  am 
recommending.  We  are  all  aware  of  the  saying  that  nothing  is  sure  except  death  and  taxes!  So,  while  you  are  here,  treat 
your  collectibles  with  the  respect  that  only  you  can  do,  if  you  want  your  medals  to  stay  together,  state  that  and  find  out 
how  you  can  do  it.  If  you  want  everything  sold  and  the  money  distributed,  you  are  best  able  to  do  that  or  you  should  find 
the  one  or  more  heirs  that  you  trust  and  give  them  specific  instructions.  If  you  want  everything  sold  over  the  internet  so 
they  or  you  can  see  what  they  sold  for,  be  careful  who  you  choose  to  do  this  as  there  are  many  scams  going  on  with 
internet  selling  (and  buying  also).  It  is  just  a  new  way  of  taking  advantage  of  those  who  do  not  know  about  the  value  of 
your  collectibles. 

The  final  lesson  is  how  you  or  your  heirs  work  with  anyone  you  trust  to  appraise  or  sell  your  collection.  If  all  that  you 
want  is  an  appraisal  and  are  going  to  keep  the  collection,  tell  the  appraiser  or  numismatic  dealer  that  this  is  what  you 
want  to  do.  Yes  you  will  be  charged  a  fee,  but  you  will  get  a  very  honest  appraisal  in  writing.  It  will  be  on  the  dealer's 
letter  head  and  can  be  used  as  a  legal  document.  The  first  paragraph  should  be  the  dealers  credentials  and  the  rest  the 
evaluation  and  the  conditions  at  the  time  of  the  appraisal,  e.g.  if  silver  is  at  $15  an  ounce  that  should  be  in  the  document. 
If  you  want  to  consign  the  collection  or  sell  it,  then  tell  them  that  also.  If  you  are  not  honest  with  the  appraiser  or  dealer, 
you  will  be  offered  much  less  than  the  collection  is  worth  as  they  may  feel  that  you  are  just  wasting  their  time  and  will  not 
take  the  effort  to  properly  appraise  the  collection.  A  final  thought  on  this:  not  all  dealers  are  experts  on  everything  they 
handle,  but  all  do  know  how  to  research  or  go  to  another  dealer  to  get  the  correct  evaluation.  I  personally  love  finding 
something  in  a  collection  that  I  have  never  handled  or  worked  with,  as  it  gives  me  a  chance  to  enhance  my  knowledge 
and  I  will  be  very  honest  with  the  consignor,  e.g.  I  do  not  know  ancient  Roman  or  Greek  Coins.  If  I  am  asked  to  appraise 
or  sell  a  collection  that  is  all  Roman  and  Greek  Coins,  I  will  tell  the  person  offering  those  coins  that  this  is  not  may  area 
of  expertise  and  offer  to  find  someone  who  is  and  that  I  trust  or  act  on  their  behalf  to  see  that  they  get  an  acceptable 
appraisal  and/or  price  if  they  decide  to  sell  it. 

Remember  one  thing,  you  are  the  person  who  took  the  time,  pride  and  effort  to  assemble  your  collection.  Take  the  time, 
pride  and  effort  to  see  that  your  collection  is  treated  with  that  much  respect. 

I  hope  this  article  has  been  of  help.

I  have  a  table  at  the  Florida  United  Numismatists  (also  known  as  FUN)  show  in  Orlando,  Florida. 
Some  of  my  good  friends,  Marsha  and  Bill  Duckworth  live  there  so  they  always  want  me  to  stay  an 
extra  week  when  I  am  not  at  the  show  and  we  can  go  eat  seafood  every  night!  I  gladly  oblige  and 
accept  their  generous  hospitality. 

Orlando  is  filled  with  toll  ways  criss  crossing  the  city.  Unless  you're  a  local  it  is  far  easier  to  get  from 
point  A  to  point  B  by  using  a  toll  way.

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The  Controversial  Coins  from  the  Land  of  Fire  and  Ice;  the 
1930  Millennium  of  the  Althing  Commemoratives  of  the 

Kingdom  of  Iceland. 

By  Steven  Bieda 

I  have  always  enjoyed  the  variety  of  artistic  expression  seen  on  medals  and  coins  from  around  the  world.  One  of  my 
favorites,  both  for  the  subject  matter  and  the  design,  are  three  commemorative  "coins"  issued  by  the  Kingdom  of  Iceland 
to  commemorate  the  millennium  of  the  Althing,  the  world's  first  parliamentary  system  in  1930.  This  article  offers  a  brief 
description  of  Iceland  and  the  Althing,  examines  the  three  piece  issue,  the  controversy  as  to  whether  they  are  coins  or 
medals,  and  offers  an  explanation  on  the  designs  and  the  symbolism  contained  therein. 

Iceland:  The  Land  of  Fire  and  Ice 

The  name  of  the  country  of  issuance  is  somewhat  of  a  misnomer.  Although  the  name  Iceland  suggests  a  cold  and  for¬ 
bidding  place,  Iceland  temperature  is  temperate,  with  cooler  weather. 

The  warm  North  Atlantic  Current  ensures  generally  higher  temperatures 
than  in  most  places  of  similar  latitude  in  the  world.  Iceland's  winters  are 
mild  and  windy,  while  summers  are  cool  which  is  typical  for  Scandinavia. 

Present  day  Iceland  was  formed  from  volcanic  eruptions  on  the  Mid- 
Atlantic  ridge  about  24  million  years  ago.  With  volcanic  eruptions  occur¬ 
ring  on  the  average  of  every  four  years.  Many  would  be  surprised  to  learn 
that  1/3  of  the  magma  that  has  erupted  on  earth  for  the  last  10,000  years 
came  up  in  Iceland. 

But  with  the  name  of  Iceland,  and  the  active  volcanic  history  of  the  island, 
it  is  no  wonder  that  Iceland  is  often  called  the  "land  of  fire  and  ice." 

Florki  Vilgerdarson,  a  Norwegian,  (nicknamed  Raven-Floki)  is  credited  with  naming  the  country.  Florki  was  a  Viking  who 
carried  three  ravens  that  he  let  go  at  different  times  in  search  of  land  while  sailing.  The  third  and  last  raven  he  released 
did  not  return,  indicating  that  it  found  land.  Florki  stayed  on  the  island  over  the  winter,  and  as  legend  has  it,  as  he  was 
embarking  on  his  return  to  Norway,  spotted  sea  ice  and  decided  to  name  the  island,  Iceland. 

Settled  by  Norwegian  and  Celtic  (Scottish  and  Irish)  immigrants  during  the  late  9th  and  10th  centuries  A.D.,  modern  day 

Icelanders  often  point  to  the  first  Norse  settlers  as  their  ancestors,  often  speaking  fondly  of  their  Viking  past.  Much  of  it 

is  written  down  in  the  Landnamabok  (Book  of  Settlements),  one  of  the  early  sagas.  While  there  is  some  argument  as  to 
the  motives  of  the  first  widespread  Nordic  settlement,  convention  holds  that  the  Norsemen  were  fleeing  the  tyranny  of  the 
Norwegian  King,  Harald  Haafagri,  who  drove  them  from  their  ancestral  lands  in  southern  Norway.  Arriving  in  Iceland,  they 
threw  high  seats  over  the  edges  of  their  longboats  and  built  their  new  homesteads  where  the  seats  washed  ashore, 
believing  that  the  divine  hand  of  Thor  would  choose  the  spot. 

The  Althing 

The  exiled  Norse  quickly  developed  their  own  sense  of  national  identity,  creating  in  930  what  is  regarded  as  the  world's 
first  parliamentary  system,  The  Althing.  Local  chieftains  gathered  at  Thingvellir,  ("Parliament  Plains")  a  natural  amphithe¬ 
ater,  where  they  elected  leaders  yearly.  The  Althing,  Iceland's  present-day  parliament,  is  a  unicameral  legislative  body 
and  is  the  world's  oldest  existing  national  assembly.  In  930  it  was  completely  unique  in  its  day.  The  judicial  power  of  the 
Althing  was  distributed  among  four  regional  courts,  together  with  a  supreme  court. 

Iceland  has  historically  been  a  relatively  small  country.  It  is  located  in  northern  Europe,  between  the  Greenland  Sea  and 
the  North  Atlantic  Ocean,  northwest  of  the  United  Kingdom.  Iceland's  population  is  currently  estimated  at  around  306,000 
people  for  an  area  slightly  smaller  than  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

In  1930,  a  three  piece  commemorative  set  was  issued  to  celebrate  the  1000th  anniversary  of  the  Althing  (Icelandic 
Parliament).  The  coins  were  issued  in  denominations  of  Two,  Five,  and  Ten  Kronur.  The  coins  were  struck  at  the  Saxon 
State  Mint,  a  private  mint  located  in  Muldenhutten,  Germany.

Coins  or  Medals? 

The  controversy  with  this  three  coin  issue  relates  to  whether  they  are  legal  tender  coins  or  non-legal  tender  medals. 

The  legal  status  of  these  three  coins  has  itself  been  subject  to  question.  The  Althing  passed  a  law  on  May  4,  1929  which 
provided  that  if  all  40,000  pieces  were  not  sold,  the  remainder  would  be  "given  validity  as  legal  tender  by  a  royal  procla¬ 
mation."  All  pieces  were  sold,  however,  but  no  royal  proclamation  was  ever  issued.  Thus  many  consider  these  pieces 
commemorative  medallic  issues.  Others  consider  the  pieces  as  coins  since  the  denomination  appears  on  the  edge  of 
each  coin  and  the  intent  of  the  Althing  was  to  produce  coins.  Krause  Publications  formerly  listed  and  pictured  these 
pieces  in  its  Standard  Catalog  of  World  Coins  a  number  of  years  ago,  where  they  were  listed  as  KM  #  8  for  the  2  Kronur, 
KM  #  9  for  the  5  Kronur,  and  KM  #  10  for  the  10  Kronur.  Subsequently,  the  coins  were  deleted  from  Standard  Catalog  of 
World  Coins  and  are  now  listed  and  pictured  in  its  companion  volume,  Unusual  World  Coins,  where  they  are  listed  as  X 
#  Ml  for  the  2  Kronur,  X  #  M2  for  the  5  Kronur,  and  X  #  M3  for  the  10  Kronur. 

Other  books  and  authors  treat  the  issues  differently.  For  example, 

in  Commemorative  Coins  of  Scandinavia  Since  1900,  published  in  2008,  author  Charles  Horch  treats  these  issues  as 
coins  and  not  medals.  Many  of  the  older  books  dealing  with  world  coinage  apparently  hold  the  same  view  as  Horch, 
although  the  debate  really  has  done  little  to  diminish  collector  interest  in  these  interesting  issues,  and  most  collectors  of 
Icelandic  coins  treat  these  issues  as  legal  tender  non-circulating  commemoratives,  and  effectively  ignore  the  controver¬ 
sy  all  together. 


The  2,  5  and  10  Kronur  Althing  Commemoratives 


The  2  Kronur  coin  was  struck  in  bronze  and  is  35.5  mm  and 
weighs  20.0  grams.  It  has  a  lettered  edge  with  incuse  lettering  the 
words  "  2  KRONUR."  The  Saxon  State  Mint  struck  20,000  of  the  2 
Kronur  pieces  in  medal  alignment. 


The  three  pieces  were  issued  and  sold  separately,  as  well  as  in  a 
three  piece  set.  All  were  issued  in  a  blue  felt-lined,  blue  cardboard 
case. 


The  obverse  of  the  2  Kronur  features  a  female  figure  in  classic  attire  seated  in  a  massive  chair.  In  her  right  hand  she 
clasps  a  book  of  the  laws;  in  her  left  hand  is  the  torch  of  freedom.  Her  right  foot  rests  on  a  large  two-edged  sword,  sig¬ 
nifying  peace.  To  her  right  is  the  hammer  of  Thor  on  the  arm  of  the  chair;  to  her  left,  the  Christian  cross.  These  symbols 
represent  the  mingling  of  the  religion  of  the  early  settlers  and  the  later  acceptance  of  Christianity.  Commemorative  dates 
of  930-1930  are  divided  by  the  seated  figure.  The  designer's  initials,  B.B.  (for  Baldvin  Bjornsson  1879-1945,  an  Icelandic 
gold  and  silversmith)  are  at  bottom  right. 


The  reverse  of  the  2  Kronur  features  a  design  in  the  form  of  a  battle  shield  quartered  by  wide  nailed  bands,  in  the  four 
quarters  of  which  are  legendary  guardian  spirits.  At  top  left  is  a  vulture;  top  right  a  dragon;  lower  left  a  bull;  and  lower 
right  a  giant  holding  a  staff.  Around  the  periphery  to  the  shield  between  large  nail  heads  in  small  letters  is  a  runic  inscrip¬ 
tion  which  reads  "The  Althing  was  Founded  Nine  Hundred  and  Thirty,  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Thirty."  The  designer's  ini¬ 
tials,  T.M.  (for  Tryggvi  Magnusson),  are  at  lower  right. 

The  5  Kronur  commemorative  was  struck  in  silver,  is  35.5  mm  and  weighs  22.0  grams.  Like  the  2  Kronur  coin,  it  features 
a  lettered  edge  in  which  the  denomination  is  featured  incuse  as  "  5  KRONUR."  The  Mint  struck  10.000  of  the  5  Kronur 
coins  in  medal  alignment.

The  obverse  features  a  figure  of  a  man  in  ancient  costume,  representing  the 
lawmakers  who  formulated  the  first  code  of  laws,  standing  at  the 
site  of  the  meeting  of  the  first  Althing,  a  level  stretch  of 
ground  surrounded  by  high  canyon  walls  of  volcanic 
igneous  rock.  Peripheral  inscription  in  Icelandic: 

"A  Country  Must  Be  Founded  on  Law"  /  930- 
1930.  The  designer's  initials,  B.B.  (for  Baldvin 
Bjornsson)  are  at  bottom  center. 


The  reverse  features  two  intertwined  dragons  in 
the  center;  the  designer's  initials,  G.E.  (for 
Gudmundur  Einarsson)  appear  below.  Peripheral 
inscription  in  Icelandic;  "The  Althing  Was  Established  by 
Ulfljot  and  All  the  People  of  the  Land."  This  is  a  quotation  fror 
Ari's  Book  of  the  Icelander.  Ulfljot  was  the  historic  figure  who  delivered  the  code  of  laws  to  the  first  Althing. 


The  last  piece  of  the  set  is  my  favorite.  It  is  the  silver  10  Kronur  commemorative.  It  is  a  large  coin  for  the  era,  measuring 
45.0  mm,  and  weighing  35.0  grams.  One  of  the  interesting  things  about  this  particular  coin  is  that  it  contains  no  legends 
on  either  the  obverse  or  the  reverse  -  only  the  denomination  "  10  KRONUR"  which  appears  incuse  on  the  edge.  Although 
issued  in  1930,  the  date  appears  nowhere  on  the  coin.  Like  the  5  Kronur  coin,  10,000  of  these  large  coins  were  struck 
in  medal  alignment. 


The  obverse  design  of  this  large  coin  features  the  figure  of  Thule,  King  of  the 
Northland,  seated  at  a  throne.  Thule  is  giving  his  blessing  to  a  single  nude 
male  and  female  youth  kneeling  at  each  side  of  the  throne;  signifying 
dispensing  justice  and  providing  for  his  people.  The  design  was  by 
Einar  Jonsson  (1874  -  1954),  noted  as  Iceland's  first  sculptor.  His  ini¬ 
tials,  E.J.  are  at  the  lower  left  at  about  the  8:00  o'clock  location. 

Behind  the  throne  are  native  huckleberry  bushes.  The  arms  of  the  throne 
are  heads  of  legendary  dragons,  an  ancient  element  in  Norse  style  of  repre¬ 
sentation.  In  the  background  are  the  sea,  mountainous  terrain,  and  the  midnight  sun. 


The  reverse  of  the  10  Kronur  features  an  adaptation  of  the  Icelandic  coat  of  arms.  On  February  12,  1919,  a  coat-of-arms 
was  adopted  showing  the  crown  of  Denmark  atop  the  flag  of  Iceland  on  a  shield.  Royal  decree  stated  that  "The  Icelandic 
coat  of  arms  shall  be  a  crowned  shield  charged  with  the  flag  of  Iceland.  The  bearers  of  the  shield  are  the  country's  four 
familiar  guardian  spirits:  a  dragon,  a  vulture,  a  bull  and  a  giant.” 

The  design  consists  of  a  shield  charged  with  a  white-bordered,  red,  Greek-type  cross.  The  Christian  symbol  of  the  cross 
is  significant  as  well,  because  it  was  by  a  decision  of  the  Althing,  that  Iceland  adopted  Christianity  in  the  year  1000.  The 
shield  is  surmounted  by  the  Danish  Royal  Crown.  The  shield  is  supported  by  the  four  guardian  spirits  of  Iceland  (leg¬ 
endary  protectors  which  appear  in  the  Heimskringla  -  "Orb  of  the  World"):  a  bull  and  vulture  at  left;  a  dragon  and  a  giant 
holding  a  staff  at  right.  On  a  platform  upon  which  the  shield  and  supporters  rest  is  a  Viking  war  ship  under  full  sail,  sym¬ 
bolic  of  Iceland's  Viking  heritage.  The  coin  designer's  initials,  B.B.  (for  Baldvin  Bjornsson)  are  at  the  bottom.

In  the  "Useful  Articles"  chapter 
we  thought  it  interesting  that  in  1998 
teachers  in  Altair  Republic,  central 
Russia  were  paid  their  monthly  salaries 
in  vodka  because  of  the  shortage  of  cur¬ 
rency.  This  is  only  one  of  the  many  well 
done  anecdotes  contained  in  the  book. 
Not  very  many  books  cover  the  gambit 
of  money  from  the  stone  age  to  present 
and  Mr.  Leonard  does  it  very  well  and  in 
an  easy  to  read  format. 

We  personally  found  the  pictures 
very  familiar  as  the  majority  of  the  items 
pictured  are  from  my  brother-in-law's 
(Charles  Opitz)  collection.  His  book, 
An  Ethnographic  Study  of  Traditional 
Money,  covers  the  same  items  and 
more,  but  in  a  more  detailed  form  and  in 
alphabetical  order  rather  then  by  gener¬ 
al  groupings.  Both  books  cover  differ¬ 
ent  markets  so  this  is  a  welcome  addi¬ 
tion  to  numismatic  research  on  the  sub¬ 
ject.

WACHOVIA  BANK'S  HUGE  $160  MILLION 
FINE  ALREADY  AFFECTING  COIN  DEALERS 


Many  Banks  Suddenly  Demanding  to  See  Dealers'  AML  Plans 


On  April  2,  2010  Ray  Gregson,  Jr.  emailed  me  the  following  information: 


“On  March  17,  2010,  FinCEN  (Financial  Crimes  Enforcement  Network)  issued  notice  that  Wachovia 
Bank  has  entered  into  a  deferred  prosecution  agreement  with  the  federal  government  and  agreed  to 
pay,  within  5  days,  a  total  of  $160  million  in  fines  and  penalties,  to  avoid  federal  prosecution  on 
money  laundering  charges.  All  this  is  as  a  result  of  not  having  an  adequate  Anti-Money  Laundering 
Program  (4  minimum  requirements  -  AML  Plan,  Compliance  Officer,  Independent  Audit/Review  and 
AML  Training).  As  you  know,  Wells  Fargo  now  owns  Wachovia  Bank  and  they  are  one  of  the  largest 
banks  in  the  U.S.  Now  other  banks  are  scrambling  to  be  sure  their  AML  Programs  are  adequate.  In 
order  to  have  an  adequate  AML  Program  banks  are  required  to  have  certain  paperwork  in  their  file 
on  any  customer  bound  by  AML  Regulations  which  includes  coin  dealers.” 


In  the  ICTA  AML  seminars  held  at  FUN  and  Long  Beach,  Gregson  has  been  cautioning  that  banks 
would  soon  be  conducting  these  AML  verifications.  Many  times  they  also  ask  for  the  annual  audit 
report. 


As  you  probably  know,  Mr.  Gregson  is  a  retired  IRS  CID  Special  Agent  who  specializes  in  writing  AML 
plans  and  doing  compliance  training  for  many  coin  dealers  and  money  services  businesses  as  well 
as  conducting  the  required  periodic  independent  reviews  of  those  plans. 

The  huge  fine  imposed  on  Wachovia  has  spurred  a  rash  of  demands  from  banks  across  the  country 
to  see  coin  dealers'  AML  compliance  plans.  Often  the  bank  gives  no  more  than  10  days  to  comply 
or  the  dealer's  bank  account  will  be  closed.  You  can  be  sure  that  the  bankers  are  more  focused  on 
the  Wachovia  situation  and  not  as  concerned  with  losing  a  few  coin  dealer  accounts. 

We've  already  had  a  couple  dealers  call  us  in  a  panic  since  they've  received  a  bank  notice  and  did¬ 
n't  have  an  AML  plan.  So  far  Ray  has  been  able  to  accommodate  these,  but  he  cautions  that  he  may 
not  be  able  to  do  an  AML  plan  in  cases  of  the  short  turn  around  times  which  can  be  as  little  as  a  cou¬ 
ple  of  days.  And  if  you  have  a  plan  but  haven't  had  someone  do  the  independent  review,  you  won't 
be  able  to  supply  the  bank  with  the  required  audit  report  in  time. 

Section  352  of  the  USA  PATRIOT  Act  went  into  effect  in  January,  2006.  If  you're  not  sure  if  you  meet 
the  thresholds  for  compliance,  go  to  the  ICTA  website  (www.ictaonline.org)  and  scroll  down  through 
information  under  the  “What's  New”  tab.  Or  you  may  want  to  call  your  accountant,  attorney  or 
Gregson  to  discuss  your  compliance  requirements.  In  any  case,  NOW  is  the  time  to  act,  not  when 
you  get  a  notice  from  your  bank.

Conclusion 

The  1930  Iceland  Althing  commemoratives  are  an  interesting  series  for  a  number  of  reasons.  Fascinating  history,  ques¬ 
tionable  provenance,  delightful  mystical  designs,  are  all  quantities  that  make  these  issues  stand  out  in  the  crowded  field 
of  foreign  issues.  For  most  collectors,  the  controversy  of  whether  these  are  coins  or  medals  is  really  more  of  an  academ¬ 
ic  concern,  although  I  tend  to  agree  with  those  who  would  designate  these  as  coins  rather  than  medals.  In  either  event, 
these  well-executed  works  of  numismatic  art,  from  the  land  of  fire  and  ice,  make  a  fun,  worthwhile  and  interesting  collect¬ 
ing  pursuit.

GREENFIELD  IN 
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TRADE  DOLLARS

The  unenviable  title  of  the  United  States'  most  unwanted  coin  may  go  to  the  Susan  B.  Anthony  dollar,  or  the  short-lived 
twenty  cent  piece.  But  an  entire  book  was  written  on  the  original  unloved  coin,  the  Trade  Dollar. 

Minted  for  trade  overseas  to  compete  with  the  English  Pound  and  other  crown-sized  coins,  the  Trade  dollar  was  first 
struck  in  1873.  The  Standard  silver  dollar  was  discontinued  that  year.  The  Trade  dollar  was  legal  tender  in  the  United 
States,  and  this  coin  was  a  bit  heavier  than  the  Standard  silver  dollar.  Its  weight  and  fineness  appeared  on  the  coin,  on 
the  reverse:  “420  grains,  .900  fine.” 

The  Trade  dollar  was  designed  by  William  Barber,  an  attractive  seated  Liberty  holding  an  olive  branch.  Many  patterns 
were  minted  for  the  Trade  dollar.  The  reverse  shows  a  proud  eagle.  The  edge  is  reeded.  Many  of  these  coins  did  cir¬ 
culate  in  the  Orient  and  bear  “chop  marks,”  stamps  that  verify  that  the  coin  is  good  silver.  Some  dollars  have  one  or  two 
chops,  and  some  have  many.  I  have  seen  Trade  dollars  with  most  of  the  obverse  design  obliterated. 

The  Trade  dollar  was  not  a  great  success.  The  law  authorizing  the  Trade  dollar  was  repealed  in  1887,  and  the  Treasury 
redeemed  the  Trade  dollars  that  were  not  mutilated.  This  is  the  only  United  States  coin  that  was  demonetized,  with  the 
coins  selling  in  jewelry  shops  for  less  than  face  value.  I  have  seen  an  old  coin  catalog  where  the  price  for  an  “average” 
Trade  dollar  was  seventy-five  cents!  The  last  years  of  the  Trade  dollar  saw  mintages  in  proof  only;  the  final  two  years, 
1 884  and  1 885,  are  great  rarities.  Only  ten  were  made  of  the  1 884  and  five  of  the  1 885.  These  two  dates  were  unknown 
to  collectors  until  1908. 

A  collection  of  Trade  dollars  may  appeal  to  the  numismatist  who  wants  something  different,  a  coin  with  a  remarkable 
history,  and  a  series  with  enough  varieties  and  scarce  coins  to  keep  a  collector  hunting  for  a  long  time.  A  set  of  Trade 
dollars  can  go  well  beyond  the  date  and  mintmark  set,  although  such  a  set  would  be  fun  to  assemble,  and  not  that  easy. 
Trade  dollars  were  struck  at  the  Philadelphia,  San  Francisco,  and  Carson  City  Mints. 
The  largest  mintages  are  the  1876-S  and  1877-S;  the  1878-S  is  also  fairly  easy  to  find.  Any  one  of  these  dates  would 
make  an  ideal  type  coin. 

Distinct  varieties  exist  for  the  Trade  dollar.  Different  reverses  come  in  type  1  and  type  2,  slight  differences  in  the  arrow¬ 
heads  and  the  berries  on  the  reverse  can  identify  these  types.  The  obverse  design  of  type  1  and  type  2  can  be  identi¬ 
fied  by  the  scroll  bearing  the  word  “Liberty”  and  the  number  of  fingers  on  Miss  Liberty's  hand.  The  1876  of  obverse  and 
reverse  2  is  quite  rare. There  is  an  over-mintmark  variety,  the  1875-S  with  the  S  mintmark  over  a  CC.  A  double-die  reverse 
exists  for  1876-CC. 

Proof  Trade  dollars,  all  made  at  Philadelphia,  were  struck  in  each  year  of  the  series.  If  a  collector  skips  the  exces¬ 
sively  rare  final  years,  building  a  set  would  be  a  worthwhile  challenge.  A  collector  who  shops  around  for  beautiful  proofs 
will  be  rewarded  with  a  lovely  set  that  is  not  seen  all  that  often.  I  once  saw  such  a  set,  mounted  in  a  custom-made  hold¬ 
er,  sell  at  a  major  coin  show.  The  price  was  high,  but  not  as  high  as  expected  for  a  scarce  set  of  beautiful  coins.  The 
Trade  dollar  proofs  of  1873-1883  certainly  looked  impressive  when  all  together. 

If  a  set  of  all  dates  and  mintmarks,  and  varieties,  and  the  over-mintmark,  and  the  proofs,  still  are  not  enough  for  a 
Trade  dollar  fan,  pick  up  the  latest  guide  to  United  States  Patterns.  More  lovely  Trade  dollars  await  you.  The  patterns 
differ  from  the  actual  designs  in  many  ways:  the  Liberty  figure,  whether  she  is  seated  on  a  bale  of  cotton  or  a  globe,  and 
if  she  is  posed  by  the  seashore.  Some  show  a  Liberty  head  and  not  a  full,  seated  figure.  Some  reverses  show  a  wreath 
and  the  legend,  “commercial  dollar.”  Some  were  struck  in  copper  or  aluminum. 

The  Liberty  by  the  seashore  coin  is  interesting  in  its  own  right.  The  sails  of  the  ship  blow  one  way,  and  the  flag  the 
other  way!  Trade  dollars  that  have  been  chopmarked  may  add  interest  to  a  collection  of  Trade  dollars.  There  are  also 
a  few  that  have  been  privately  made  into  boxes  to  hold  small  treasures.  The  coins  actually  open  and  close.  I  have  never 
seen  a  love  token  on  a  Trade  dollar,  but  perhaps  a  few  exist. 

Entire  books  have  been  written  on  the  Trade  dollar,  and  many  research  articles  are  available.  Maybe  a  dedicated  col¬ 
lector  can  find  a  previously  unknown  variety. 

America's  most  unloved  and  unwanted  coin,  the  Trade  dollar,  has  held  this  title  for  over  a  hundred  years.  This  coin 
13  lovely  and  interesting,  while  not  the  most  popular  with  collectors.  Building  a  set  of  trade  dollars  can  be  fun  and  chal¬ 
lenging,  and  keep  a  collector  busy  for  many  years.

Welcome  to  the  Revolution!  Part  1

In  1997,  Jeff  Oxman,  co-author 
of  the  Top  100  Morgan  dollar 
varieties:  The  VAM  keys  wrote  a 
chapter  in  the  book  titled 
“Welcome  to  the  Revolution”. 
He  was  referring  to  a  revolution 
in  the  way  people  would  be  col¬ 
lecting  Morgan  silver  dollars, 
that  is,  collecting  by  rare  die 
variety.  Now,  more  than  a 
decade  later,  Jeff's  statement 
proved  insightful,  a  revolution  is 
underway  in  the  way  people  col¬ 
lect,  but  it's  not  limited  to  only 
Morgan  silver  dollars.  It  was  a 
variety  revolution  in  practically 
all  areas  of  numismatics. 

A  numismatic  revolution  started 
in  1893,  when  Augustus  G. 
Heaton  published  a  small  54- 
page  volume  titled  A  treatise  on 
the  Coinage  of  United  States 
Branch  Mints.  Prior  to  the  time, 
most  collectors  collected  by 
date  only  without  any  regard  for 
mint  marks.  Of  coarse,  we  now 
know  that  an  1893  with  an  S 
mint  mark  is  rarer  and  far  more 
valuable  than  one  without  a 
mint  mark.  Collecting  coins  by 
date  and  mint  mark  was  forever 
changed  and  vigorously  pur¬ 
sued. 

In  1929,  M.L.  Biestle  published 
A  Register  of  Half  Dollar  Die 
Varieties  and  Sub-Varieties. 
Collectors  soon  began  search¬ 
ing  for  varieties  of  half  dollars. 
The  half  dollar  variety  revolution 
intensified  when  in  1967  Al  C. 
Overton  published  Early  Half 


Dollar  Die  Varieties  1794-1836. 
Now,  collecting  half  dollars  by 
Overton  variety  can  be  consid¬ 
ered  a  mature  market,  and  one 
that  is  still  likely  to  continue  to 
grow. 

In  1958,  Dr.  William  H.  Sheldon 
wrote  a  book  titled  Penny 
Whimsy.  He  detailed  differ¬ 
ences  in  die  pairs  of  early 
American  copper  cents  and  pro¬ 
vided  an  estimate  of  their  rarity 
and  value.  Thus,  a  revolution  in 
hunting  for  and  collecting  rare 
die  variety  large  cents  ensued. 
It  is  now  a  much  more  mature 
market  at  50  years  young.  The 
success  of  the  Early  American 
Coppers  (EAC)  club  is  a  testa¬ 
ment  to  longevity  of  this  area  of 
collecting. 

Numismatic  scholar  Walter 
Breen,  in  1988,  published  his 
opus,  a  Complete  Encyclopedia 
of  U.S.  and  Colonial  Coins. 
This  was  a  massive  undertaking 
that  described  thousands  of  die 
varieties  in  all  series  of  U.S. 
coins.  The  market  for  collecting 
rare  die  varieties  was  only 
beginning  to  take  off. 

In  my  opinion,  the  launch  pad 
for  the  variety  revolution  was  a 
result  of  a  landmark  reference 
by  Bill  Fivaz  and  J.T.  Stanton 
called  the  Cherrypickers'  Guide 
to  Rare  Die  Varieties,  first  pub¬ 
lished  in  1990.  Written  on  the 
shoulders  of  such  notables 
efforts  in  numismatics  as  the 


aforementioned  authors,  and  Q. 
David  Bowers,  Tom  Delorey, 
David  Lange,  John  Wexler, 
Larry  Briggs,  Al  Blythe,  Brian 
Greer,  Leroy  Van  Allen,  Jeff 
Oxman,  Randy  Campbell,  Rick 
Snow,  Mike  Ellis  and  so  many 
others,  the  scene  was  set  for  an 
explosion  in  the  way  collectors 
collected.  In  the  past  it  was  just 
by  date  and  mint  mark.  Now,  it 
was  by  date,  mint  mark,  grade 
and  by  rare  die  variety. 

In  the  next  issue  we  will  explore 
other  contributors  to  the  variety 
revolution,  the  formation  of  spe¬ 
cialty  clubs,  and  the  reasons 
why  collectors  pursue  rare  die 
varieties.

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From  Fabled  Rarity  To  Junk  Silver: 
Mercury  Dimes  Have  It  All

It's  probably  fair  to  say  that  in  1916,  the  personnel  working  at  the  Denver  Mint  did  not  know  that  they 
were  producing  coins  that  would  become  a  major,  eternally  sought  after  rarity,  when  they  got  down 
to  the  business  of  making  Winged  Liberty,  or  Mercury  dimes.  With  a  total  of  264,000  coins  to  its  offi¬ 
cial  tally,  the  1916-D  Mercury  dime  couldn't  have  seemed  too  rare  as  it  was  actually  being  produced. 
But  it's  also  fair  to  say  it  has  been  a  dream  coin  for  countless  collectors  over  the  past  decades. 
Today,  a  mint  state  specimen  is  the  type  of  coin  that  becomes  the  centerpiece  of  a  major  auction, 
and  that  is  always  encapsulated  by  some  third  party  grading  service.  The  prices  are  just  too  high  for 
anyone  to  auction  off  a  “raw”  1916-D  in  any  grade  of  mint  state  any  longer.  An  MS-64  specimen  lists 
in  the  major  price  guides  as  a  $20,000  coin,  while  in  MS-63,  it  is  “only”  at  $15,000  item.  Even  back 
when  Mr.  Yeoman's,  “Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins”  was  a  new  form  of  reference  book,  this  coin 
was  a  rarity,  listing  at  $100  in  “Unc,”  while  more  common  Mercury  dimes  listed  at  $0.25  in  uncircu¬ 
lated  condition.  For  those  of  us  without  incredibly  deep  pockets,  we  can  only  sigh  when  such  auc¬ 
tion  sightings  occur  today,  and  probably  would  have  done  the  same  thing  decades  ago  (when  $100 
was  a  remarkably  large  sum  of  money  to  sink  into  a  single  coin). 

But  the  Mercury  dime  still  can  be  one  of  the  most  affordable  United  States  silver  coins  in  all  of 
numismatics.  With  less  than  1/1 0th  ounce  of  silver  in  each  dime  -  0.07234  ounces  to  be  precise  - 
silver  metal  has  to  climb  above  $20  per  ounce  on  the  commodities  market  for  a  Mercury  dime  to  have 
$2  of  the  metal  in  it.  By  the  1940's,  when  the  series  would  ultimately  end,  there  were  well  over  100 
million  of  these  little,  silver  pieces  pouring  out  of  the  Main  Mint  in  Philadelphia  annually,  with  tens  of 
millions  more  coming  from  the  branch  facilities  in  Denver  and  San  Francisco.  That  means  that  today, 
worn  specimens  do  indeed  go  for  about  $2  each. 

So,  with  extremes  like  that,  how  does  a  person  go  about  collecting  Mercury  dimes?  By  date? 
Perhaps  by  date  and  mint  mark?  By  the  best  of  each  date  you  can  find?  By  the  pound?  The  answer 
-  to  all  of  these  -  is,  'yes.' 

Most  of  us  who  collect  a  specific  series  start  out  either  by  looking  for  one  of  each  date,  or  per¬ 
haps  by  looking  for  each  date  and  mint  mark.  That's  certainly  become  the  traditional,  main  stream 
way  to  collect  just  about  any  coin  series.  Doing  so  with  these  dimes,  a  person  quickly  realizes  that 
there  will  probably  be  holes  in  such  a  collection  -  that  rare  1916-D  comes  quickly  to  mind,  but  the 
1921  and  1926-S  are  also  scarce  -  but  that  doesn't  stop  her  or  him  from  building  the  basic  collection 
itself.  A  person  could  collect  Mercury  dimes  by  date  or  by  date  and  mint  mark,  and  do  very  well  for 
him  or  herself  spending  no  more  than  $10  per  coin. 

Trying  to  collect  the  Mercury  dimes  in  mint  state  might  be  another  way  to  go  at  this  series. 
Believe  it  or  not,  the  $10  we  just  mentioned  can  actually  make  some  serious  inroads  when  it  comes 
to  MS  Mercury  dimes.  Plenty  of  the  later  years  cost  $10  in  MS-60  or  MS-62  (at  least  as  this  is  being 
written).  Some  of  the  more  common  dates  from  1935  until  the  end  of  the  series  in  1945  actually  cost 
no  more  than  $20  in  MS-64.  A  person  could  do  worse  than  attend  a  F.U.N.  show  and  walk  away  with 
five  gorgeous,  mint  state  Mercs  for  $100.

If  you  have  the  patience  and  the  money,  Mercury  dimes  were  made  as  proofs  from  1936  to  1942. 
None  of  these  is  all  that  inexpensive  -  the  most  common,  the  1942,  runs  about  $500  as  a  PF-65 
piece.  The  least  common,  the  1936  with  only  4,130  to  its  total,  will  cost  a  couple  of  thousand  dollars. 
That's  probably  more  than  many  of  us  can  spend  for  the  proverbial,  “one,  thin  dime.” 

Perhaps  oddly,  Mercury  dimes  can  also  be  collected  by  weight.  Sometimes  called,  “junk  sil¬ 
ver,”  the  average  collector  probably  considers  buying  like  this  a  good  way  to  get  hold  of  a  bag  of 
dimes  through  which  he  or  she  can  search.  Indeed,  it  can  be  a  lot  of  fun  to  form  a  collection  this  way, 
taking  time  to  look  carefully  at  each  piece,  hoping  there  might  be  a  treasure  squirreled  away  in  there. 
But  these  small,  silver  pieces  are  apparently  also  a  favorite  of  the  survivalists,  meaning  the  folks  who 
think  the  world  will  in  some  way,  shape,  or  form  fall  apart  in  the  near  future.  Whether  they  believe 
the  world  will  end  as  the  Mayan  calendar  comes  to  the  end  of  its  cycle,  or  will  end  in  some  flood, 
plague,  nuclear  holocaust,  or  other  series  of  natural  or  made-man  disasters,  one  common  thread 
they  share  is  that  as  well  as  stocking  up  on  food  and  ammunition,  they  should  have  some  precious 
metal  at  hand.  Apparently,  the  coins  we  use  now  don't  count  as  good  enough  for  a  post-calamity 
world,  and  trading  some  of  our  paper  dollars  for  a  bag  of  silver  dimes  is  considered  a  worthy  invest¬ 
ment.  Thus,  gold  is  certainly  important  to  such  folks,  but  so  is  silver,  and  especially  silver  in  an  easy 
to  trade  form.  Mercury  dimes  fit  the  bill  very  well. 

Whatever  your  collecting  slant  is  though,  the  Mercury  dimes  truly  are  a  series  with  something 
for  everyone.  From  proofs  to  common,  circulated  pieces,  just  about  any  and  all  of  these  dimes  can 
be  had.  Plowever  large  or  small  your  budget  is,  you  should  be  able  to  assemble  a  handsome  set  of 
dimes  with  a  little  patience  and  with  a  practiced  eye  for  their  classic  beauty.  Good  luck  on  your  own, 
personal  hunt  for  the  perfect  dime!
